Sugar Company Employ- 
ees Are Under Fire. 


All Indicted Men Appear Be- 
fore Judge Holt and Plead 
Not Guilty—Bond of $5,000 
and $2,500 Put Up by Men 


Under Indictment. 


New York, May 7.—Indictments — for 
conspiracy were found by the federal 
grand jury here today against Alex 
Spitzer, who was superintendent of the 
docks of the American Sugar Refining 
Company in Brooklyn, and six other 
employees of fhe company, alleged to 
have been implicated in the sugar un, 
@erweighing frauds charged by th 
government in its recent suit against 
the sugar company. 

The indictments charge that the men 
conspired to commit an offense against 
the United States by securing under- 
weighing of imported sugar. Besides 
Spitzer, the men indicted are Thomas 
Kehoe, the company’s cnecker, already 
under indictment on another charge in 
connection with the case; Jean M. 
Voelker, Edward A. Boyle, J. R. Coyle, 
J. M. Halligan and Paul J. Hennessy. 

All of these men were employees on 
the company’s docks, where the under- 
weighing was alleged to have been ac- 
complished by means of fraudulent de- 
vices attached to the scales. 

All the indicted men appeared before 
Judge Holt in the United States cir- 
cuit court and pleaded not guilty. 
Spitzer furnished the bail of $5,000 de- 
manded and the others $2,500 each, 
pending the calling of their caseg for 
trial on May /2.

But Legislature May Order 
a Special Election. 


Under the Constitution Govern- 
or’s Appointee Serves Until 


\in Accordance With the 
Law. 


The successor to Captain R. E. Park 
as State treasurer will be appointed by 
Governor Smith under the general con- 
stitutional provision with regard to fill- 
ing vacancies. 

‘ Whether the governor's appointee wil! 


tty until after the next general elec- 


tion and until the newly elected treas- 
urer is chmmissioned, may depend upon 
whether or not the legislature, at its 
coming session, decides to call a spe- 
cial election. 

As remarkable as it may appear, there 
is no special provision in the state law 
for filling vacancies in the office ot 
state treasurer, comptroller general, at- 
torney gemeral or secretary of state, 
these being Known as constitutional) of- 
| fices. 

The general law on the subject, as 
found in article 5, section !, paragraph 
14 of the constitution, ig as follows: 

“Filling Vacancies—When any office 
Shall become vacant ®y death, resigna- 
tion or otherwise, the governor shall 
have power to fill such vacancy, unless 
otherwise provided by law; and persons 
so appointed shall continue in office un- 
til a successor is commissioned agree- 
ably to the mode pointed out by this 
constitution, or by law in pursuance 
thereof.” 

Term Expires July |. 

The term which Captain Park was 
serving at the time of his death does 
not expire until July | next, or until the 
legislature meets and canvasses the re- 
turns. Then he was elected for a two- 
year term following that. 

Now the question arises whether Gov- 
ernor Smith appoints only for the un- 
expired term or until the time follow- 
ing the next general election, when the 
newly elected treasurer is commisioned.

Deposed Ruler of Turkey Was 
Apparently Losing His Con- 
fidence in European Banks, 
and Was Changing to 
American —More  Execu- 
tions Today. 


Constantinople, May 7.—The prelim- 
inary commission which is taking an 
inventory of the contents of the im- 
perial palace at Yildiz has learned that 
Abdul Hamid deposited during recent 
months considerable sums of money in 
York banks through a confiden- 
tial agent. The amounts thus sent to 
America and the names of the institu- 
tions holding them are, however, 
strictly withheld. 

It appears that Abdul Hamid has in 
the neighborhood of $10,000,000 in Ger- 
man banks. An examination of the 
accounts of the deposed sultan indicate 
that his confidence in French banks 
Giminished several years ago, then 
passed successively to Great Britain 
and Germany, and was recently begin- 
ning to be reposed in American houses. 

Mehmed V. drove today to the 
mosque of the Dolmabagtesche palace 
for the customary ceremony of saying 
his prayers.

Governor Smith's appointee under the 
foregoing section of the constitution, will 
hold until a successor is elected and 
commissioned. 

Unless the legislature passes a law 
providing for a special election, which 
it has authority to do, such appointee 
would hold, therefore, during the unex- 
pired term and for the full term of two 
years following. 

Under article 5, section |, paragraph 
§ of the constitution, the legislature may 
call a special election. It gays: 

“The general assembly shall have the 
power to provide, by law, for filling 
unexpired terms by special election.’’ 

That power has never been exercised 
except in the case of governor. 

The géneral conclusion is, then, that 
unless the legislature this summer calis 
a@ special election for treasurer, GWov- 
ernor Smith's appointee wil! fill botn 
the unexpired and the full term. 

Complexity in the situation is brougnt 
about, as will appear, by the fact that 
the legislature meets in the summer in- 
stead of October, as formerly. 


TWENTY ARE INJURED 
IN A BOMB EXPLOSION 


Under Commissioner of Police 
and Three Agents Among 
the Injured. 


Buenos Ayres, May 7.—The explosion 
of a bomb at the corner of Corrientes 
and Corvito streets today injured twenty 
persons, four of them seriously, and 
caused great excitement for a time. The 
bomb was hidden in a basket of vege- 
tables, which was placed on the plat- 
form Of a tram car, presumably by some 
one in sympathy with the strike inau- 
gurated on May day. A passenger heard 
a noise like the ticking of a clock com- 
ing from the basket and called the po- 
lice. The basket was removed by an 
officer and the explosion followed al!- 
most immediately. 

Among the injured is Dr. Victor 
Aguilar, an under commissioner of po- 
lice, and three police agents. A Iiittle 
girl who was passing by had both legs 
fractured, and other persons were more 
or less injured. One arrest 
made in connection with the affair. 

A number of cars and cabs were oper- 
ated today, though there was much dit- 
ficulty during their passage through the 
streets, 

Business is at a standstill, and com- 
merce has suffered enormously as a re- 
sult of the strike. In fact, the situation 
had become so bad that the government 
today took steps to act with the utmost 
energy to put an end to the present 
state of affairs. 


NAVAL STORES TRIAL. 


Testimony Yesterday. 


Savannah, May 7.—The defense got in 
considerable testimony today in the 
trial in the United States court, of the 
American Naval Stores Company for al- 
leged violation of the Sherman ant:- 
trust law. L. M. LeHardy, of S&van- 
nah, cotton factor, said it was custom- 
ary to regrade cotton upon reaching the 
warehouse yards. He stated on cross- 
examination, that there were no sworn 
inspectors of cotton as in the case ot 
naval stores. 

J. H. Tyson, of Jacksonville, 
todian of tite yards controlled by the 
American Naval Stores Company in 
that city, testified that he had never re- 
‘ceived instructions tu do anything un- 
fair in the conduct of the company s 
business, 

Carl Moller, of Jacksonville, manager 
}of the National Tank and \ransporta- 
tion Company, a subsidiary of the Amer- 
ican Nava! stores Company, and a de- 
fendant in the case, told of the experi- 
ment of heating turpentine at Jackson- 
ville, adding that the expansion was 
only temporary, and therefore’ vaiue- 
less.

Government Wins Case 
Against Bucket Shops. 


Louis M. Foster and Five Others, 
Are Found Guilty of Using 
the United States Mails to 
Further Scheme to Defraud. 
Heavy Penalty Possible. 


Cincinnati, Ohlo, May 7.—The jury. 
in the case of Louis W. Foster and five 
others, who were charged with using 
the mails to defraud in the running of 
a so-called “bucket shop,” returned a 
verdict of guilty in the United States 
district court here today. 

The men found guilty are Louis W. 
Foster, John Gorman, W. J. Campbeli, 
A. Cc. Baldwin, John M. Scott and Ed- 
win F. Heil. 

Heavy Punishment Possible. 

The defendants were found guilty on) 
the charge of using the United States 
mails to further a scheme to defraud, | 
The penalty is a fine.of frem $1,000 
to $5,000, eighteen months in the pen- 
itentiary, or both. 

Judge Miller Outcault, attorney for 
the defense, gave notice that he would 
file a motion for a new trial. In the; 
meantime the defendants are given! 
their liberty under bond. |

advantage to the defendants. The 
government contended that actual 
stock was not dealt in, but that the’ 
deals were nothing more nor lesa than 
gambling on future prices of stocks. 

Following the verdict in the United 
States district court today, Attorneys 
for F. M. Stimson and other creditors 
of the Odell Brokerage Company ijAled 
an answer and cross-petition to the 
receivership suit of John M. Scott 
against the brokerage company, pend- 
ing in the superior court. The peti- 
tion recites that the receiver, Thom- 
as Cogan, fs not able to ascertain def- 
initely all indebtedness to the broker- 
age company, and asks the court to 
develop available assets for the bene- 
fit of the plaintiff and all other cred- 
itors.

Charles Morse’s $30,000,- 
000 Now a Zero. 


In Supplementary Proceedings 
Just Given Out Former Great 
Banker, Under Sentence for 
Violation of National Banking 
Laws, Says He Is Poor Man. 


New York, May 7.—Charles W. Morse, 
the former banker, who is now in the 
Tombs prison, under sentence for vio- 
alation of the national banking laws, 
has not a share of stock, a bond or @ 
piece Sf real estate left of his fortune, 
which was estimated at $30,000,000, ac- 
cording to evidence, which he gave in 
supplementary proceedings made public 
today. 

Morse was at one time one of the 
largest holders of securities of the $60,- 
000,000 Steamship Com- 
pany, and controlied three *~ national 
banks. He testified in the supplemen- 
tary proceedings that he had given all 
his property to creditors to secure his 
debts, and declared that he did not 
know whether the creditors had sold 
him out, but asserted that if there was 
any surplus derived from such sales it 
would only go to other creditors who 
had obtained judgments against him, 
and that he personally would ° receive 
none of the proceeds of the sales. Mr. 
Morse said that. the largest amount of 
bank stog& which he formerly owned 
was hvypothecated. ‘In some. twenty- 
odd hundred banks,” through Mosley & 
Co. He etated that he owed E, J. B. 
Berwind $1,140,000. and. that he gave 
Mr. Berwind $1,900,000 of Consolidated 
Steamship stock and his residence on 
Fifth avenue, all of which, Mr. Morse 
said, was insufficient to cover his in- 
debtedness. Morse gave another prop- 
erty on Fifth avenue to Mosley & Co. 
to pay off loana made to him. A 

Mr. Morse said that no member ¢ of 
his family had any property in which 
he was interested.

He was sharply questioned by Senators 
Aldrich, 7allinger, Warren, Suther- 
land and Burkett and othker repubiic- 
ans, but the interruptions only in- 
creased Senator Bacon’s vehemence, and 
for over an hour he ponred hot shot 
into the republican tariff bill. He spoke 
extemporaneously, but with unusual 
vigor and spirit. 

Senator Bacon was particularly in- 
censed at the attitude of veneration to- 
ward the sacred Dingley tariff sched- 
ules shown by repuhMean. senator: 

“Whenever a schedule in the Aldrich 
bill fs attacked on this floor,” he said, 
“some senator on the other side of the 
chamber rises and asks if this ts iden- 
tical with the Dingley rates. If it is, 
he appears to he entirely satisfied.” 

This attitude toward a tariff law 
which enabled American industries to 
lax the people of the country two bil- 
lion dollars a vear. appeared to Sena- 
tor Bacon to be unreasonspdle and 
vicious, He advocated a reduction in

Senator Bacon quoted an interview 
with H. EB. Miles, chairman of the tar- 
iff committee of the National Manu- 
facturers’ Association, ‘who stated a 
year ago that “the graft, overcharges 
and wrong done the American public 
because of the present tariff reaches §$3,- 
000,000 a working day.” He said _ this 
Was not a democratic stump speech, but 
the statement of a republican who rep- 
resented a large number of the coun- 
try’s manufacturers. In substantiation 
of his criticism of the old Dingley law, 
he further quoted Mr. Miles as saying:

Convicted of Peonage 3 
Years Ago. 


United States Supreme Court 
Denies New Hearing to W. 
S. Harlan, Robert Gallagher 
and Three Foremen. 


Pensacola, Fila., May 7.~Manager W. 
S. Harlan, of the Jackson Lumber Com- 
pany, of Lockhart, Ala.: Robert Galla- 
gher, assistant superintendent, and three 
other foremen will have to serve terms 
in the Atlanta federal prison, to which 
they were sentenced in the United 
States circuit court here three years ago 
on ‘the charge of conspiracy to commit 
peonage. 

The United States supreme court, ac- 
cording to telegrams received here io- 
day by local court officials, has denied 
the writ of certiorari by which the 
case was taken from the court of ap- 
peals, which has denied a new hearing 
and the clerk has issued the mandate 
of the court. As soon as it reaches here 
the prominent lumbermen will be taken 
into custody and carried to Atlanta. 
Manager Harlan is one of the most 
prominent lumbermen of the south, and 
the imilis at Lockhart, where it was al- 
leged during the trials foreigners were 
held as peons, are tne largest in this 
section. Mr. Harlan is a nephew of 
Justice Harlan, of the United States 
supreme court.

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HIGH COURT ORDERS 
REARGUMENT OF CASE 


Reciprocal Demurrage Act In- 
volved as Are Powers of 
Railroad Commission. 


On account of the Important and ex- 
tensive interests involved, the state 
supreme court has ordered a reargu- 
ment in the case of the Southern Rail- 
way Co. v. C. W. Melton, and has is- 
sued an order in which any attorney 
intenested is invited to file an argu- 
ment by brief on or before May 20. 
Counsel of record are given until May 
25 to file further arguments or briefs. 
This case was certioraried to the su- 
preme court by the court of appeals, 
and involves the constitutionality of 
the act of August 23, 1905, In reference 
to certain powers of the state railroad 
commission, and also the constitution- 
ality of the rule of the commission 
requiring railroad companies, upon 
written application therefor, to furnish 
cars to shippers within four days, un- 
der a penalty of $1! a day for each 
day’s delay thereafter. The powers of 
the commission and of the legislature 
both being brought into the question, 
the court deemed it advisable to have 
all the light possible throwr on the 
subject.

Sketch of His Life. 


Captain Park was born sixty years 
ago in LaGrange, Troup county, Geor- 
gia, and s-ceived his academid educa- 
tion at Greenville academy and at 
Brownwood institute, LaGrange. He 
entered Emory college in 1860. In /86! 
he was a student in the junior class in 
Auburn, Ala., from which place ne 
joined the Macon Confederates, a mili- 
tary company Organized at Tuskegee, 
Macon county, Alabama. The company 
was composed of 106 men, about thirty 
of whom became commisstoned officers. 
This company reached Manassas uJly 
22, 1861, the day after the bloody bat- 
tle, and assisted in .burying several) 
hundred federal soldiers. 

When the company was reorganized 
at Yorktown, Captain Park was unani- 
mously elected second Heutenant. His 
captain, R. H. Keeling, was killed at 
the battle of Seven Pines, and Lieuten- 
ant Park commanded the company dur- 
ing the remainder of the engagement. 
The ftegiment lost 206 k/’iled and 
wounded out of 408 present for duty. 
This battle occurred May Ru 1662, and 
two days afterwards he was promoted 
first lieutenant. As first lfeutenant he 
participated in the seven days’ battle 
around Richmond, the first Maryland 
campaign, the battle of Fredericksburg

Mrs. Park died, leaving two children, 
William Holt and Ella Henrietta. 

On April 27, 1892. he was married to 
Mrs. Emily Hendree Stewart, of At- 
flanta. 

Major Park, the father of Captain 
Park, was a distinguished scholar and 
eloquent speaker. He was devoutly re- 
ligious, and a strong temperance advo- 
cate. 

Captain Park was a consistent mem- 
ber of the Methodist Episcopal church, 
south. He was uséful in the councils 
of his denomination and exemplary in 
his life. He had been a trustee of 
Emory college @ince 1886. He had also 
been a trustees of Wesleyan Female 
college—the mother of female colleges 
—located at Macon, for many years. 
Emory and Auburn both conferred upon 
him the decree of master of arts. 

Captain Park was a life-long dem- 
Ocrat, and active in the service of his 
Party, but he never sought political 
preferment, except for the place as 
State treasurer, to which he was elect- 
ed October |, 1900, without opposition. 
On the corresponding dates, 1902. 1904, 
and 1906 and 1908 he was reelected. 
He served four terms, and the greater 
part of a fifth in the capacity of state 
treasurer, and had been elected:for a 
sixth.

The preceding legislature, and others 
before, had recognized the danger of 
establishing such a precedent, although 
it had the lewal] right to authorize the 
use for the pay of the teachers by pro- 
viding for the return of the same. The 
legislature left the fund sacred, declip- 
ing to make it available for the pay of 
teachers. In the opinion of the state 
treasurer, the demand was now made 
upon him by the governor to do illegal- 
ly a thing that the state legislature re- 
fused to do when it could have done so 
according to law, After deliberately 
makine up his mind on the subject, 
Treasurer Park, before refusing the 
warrants issued by the governor and 
comptroller general upon that fund for 
the pay of the teachers, secured the 
Opinion of several eminent Iawyers, all 
strongly favoring the course upon 
which he had determined. 

Famous Legal Proceeding. 

Governor Candler did not accept these 
opinions as a satisfactory conclusion, 


and directed the mandamus proceedings | 


to be instituted. 

The treasurer was répresented before 
the courts in argument by Messrs. 
Sau and Guerry, and his nephew, 0O 
Park, while Attorney General 
M. Terrell represented the governor 

The argument was 
May 23, 1901. The final result 
case was announced bv the 
court June 12, !90!1. The decision 
published said: ‘‘The courts decide that 
State Treasurer Park has no right to 
use the pupblic property fund to pay 
the school teachers of Georgia, or for 
any other purpose excépt the bonded 
debt of the state.” 

The case is one of the most cele- 
brated in the annals of the state. The 
decision of the supreme court was,most 
important for many reasons. The au- 
thority of the state treasurer has heen 
Plainly defined and the inviolability of 
the clause of the constitution relating 
to the public property fund has been 
so established as to leave no r@m for 
further controversy. 

In a public statement made through 
the city papers, Treasurer Fark gener- 
ously resented the intimation that the 
decision of the supreme court was in 
any sense a personal victory. He was 
not seeking a personal victory.

COPPER STOCKS 
WERE VERY BUOYANT 


Buying Orders From Foreign 
Sources Gave Copper Secu-. 
rities Much Strength. — 


New York, May 7.—There was a worid- 
wide speculative demonstration in cop- 


per metal and copper industrial securi- — 


ties today. This movement formed the 
central force in the day’s market in 
New York. In Paris and in London 
copper mining shares of all classes and 
conditions displayed extraordinary buoy- 
ancy. The strength of these stocks in 
New York was partly on buying orders, 
nominally from foreign sources. ‘The 
great influence on speculative sentiment 
of this copper demonstration was due 
to the supposition it caused that active 
operations in the market were going 
on by the group of capitalists of most 
pronounced speculative proclivitieg and 
credited with the most powerful re- 
sources. The copper stocks are a favor- 
ite medium of speculation with this 
group, owing to their large interests in 
those securities. It was noticeable to- 
day, however, that the railroad stocks, 
which are \posed to share the favor 
of this group, participated out 
mo? the upward movement 
xt of reaction.

A systematic canvass was 
made of a large number of companies, 
and a succession of reports of their ac- 
tivity or of the views of their officiais 
on the business outlook, was published 
throughout the day. Large new orders 
were in sight, it is said, for cars and 
rails. One company announced an ad- 
vance in the price of lead and sales of 
copper at a price above the recent quo- 
tations. Another company, it was rée 
ported, had withdrawn from the copper 
market, having its product sold up to 
the end of June. In London, prices for 
copper shares, as here, were advanced. 
Increased activity by various steel milis 
was reported. ‘hese stimulating influ- 
ences stirred up the speculation in the 
coppers to the boiling point, and had a 
lifting effect on the whole market. 
liminary estimates of the week's cur- 
rency movement had some sustaining 
effect on prices, with its indications o£ 
heavy receipts from the interior prought 
out by the hardening interest rates in 
New York. The subtreasury operations 
have yielded less than §$! ,000 to the 
banks, owing to paymenf*for gold bars 
exported, buc the excess of receipts On 
the interior movement appears to nave 
brought the cash gain to upward of 
$7,000,000.

It was a day of wild and irregular 
price fluctuations in the wheat pit, 
with trading also erratic, business dur- 
ing the first half of the session being 
rather limited, while extreme activity 
marked the final hour. One notable 
feature, which stood out prominently 
above all others, was the relative 
strength, of the distant futures, par- 
ticularly the December option, which 
closed at a net gain for the day of 
3 3-4c, while the July and May delivery 
showed gains of only !-4c each. Trad- 
ing today centered around the govern- 
ment crop report, and it was not made 
public until noon (Chicago time). The 
period prior to that hour was lacking 
in features, with the exception of a 
severe slump in the price of the July 
delivery just before the appearance of 
the government statistics. The mar- 
ket opened weak, with prices a shade 
to Ic lower compared with the pre- 
vious close, the heaviness at the start 
being chiefly due to an unexpected de- 
cline of 6-8d to 11-8d at Liverpool. 
Prices, however, quickly advanced on
